THE GOVERNMENT WON'T DIS- 
CUSS THEIR MEASURES. 

The policy of Uih guiiportera or ihn hov- 
eminent is not to discuss their airafm'rea cm- 
ocled (luring the Inst throe or fnur years. Bv 
I that nieuns they e.\peol lo bo able lo prevent 
the different constituenoiqs froni niRkins a 
searching enquiry into their public e-ondi ct 
before tlio next election. It is felt that at y 
defence of their measures must result in a 
V popular condemnation. Xo 6trouuer proof 
than this need be required to prove, tlio opin- 
ion wh'ch government entertains of its own 
conduct. For. if lha measures enacted by 
tho Legislature) or tlio Executive (luring tlio 
last three or five years, wore such ns tn inMi: a 
b warm und hearty Btipport from nny Itir^u 
aud intelligent constituency, there is not u 
4 scintilla of doubt, but their praise would be 
sung at every corner of our streets, and at 
every cross-road in the colony. There ia, 
then a deep meaning in the silence of the 
turc since their dismissul— -sinco they were 
reduced to a level with their constituents. 
They fear being questioned in reference to lli.i 
past ; ami the personal interest of some win 
are ambitious of reelection makes them 
desirous of escaping inquiry as to the aclual 
object of their measures in the future. 
No discussion, in their opinion. seems admi- 
rably ndai'ted to sorve. the ends had in view 
by tho supporters of the administration. If 
th:y can keep down discussion up to a day 
or so before the election, thoy think Iho 
chances lor re-election of uuen of the stripe, 
of Gary and Franklin will bu much more 
certain. The announcement of a disinclina- 
tion on tho part of Mr. Cary to stand for the 
city is but another political manoeuvre to 
deceive tha ejectors. Like all governments 
whoso rule has been arbitrary, unpopular, 
and not without grave instances of corrup- 
tion, tho desire of our government is to 
create a statu of political inactivity, a passive 
submission to the powers-tbat-be. 

True to its illiberal antecedents, it would 
like to stop free discussion on loonl political 
questions, stifle the voice of the press, and 
confino the -. lectors lo voting for its nominees, 
without questioning their past political re- 
cord or deliberating over their fitness for 
legislating. But knowing that the freedom oi 
tho press has been established in this colony 
in defiance of tie authorities of James Bay, 
the Obstructives are clandestinely trying to 
nttain their ends by studiously avoiding every- 
thing that would excite political discussions. 
But the history of nil communities, great or 
small, where political inactivity reigns su- 
preme— where passive submission prevails— 
shows such a state of society to be dangerous 
alike to tho Government ami people, With- 
out political activity, there is no public spirit, 
no progression, no counterpoise to Iho natural 
instincts of rulers in the direction of the ar- 
bitrary exercise of power, of corruption, rind 
inefficiency- A vi'nl element in tree govn n- 
menu possessing representative institution*, 
is political activity— nn active inquiring mid 
renisling disposition among tlio people. VVher 
eveir British institutions urn well worked, 
political activity is everywhere visible. The 
Argus-eyed public question every public 
measure and every public ratio.

When Government attempted several times to 
stifle the voice i f the press, the poop!,; amazed 
at its audacity, arrnyed themselves suc- 
cessfully in its defence. When Mr. Cary, as

hero of wood ot a figure considerably lc.<s 
than the stone dock at Amoy, and which 
would answer the ends of our shipping intor 
•estsjust ns well. As u matter of course it 
(vonld not be quite so durable ; but if it could 
be more rapidly constructed at jess expense, 
the saving in the outlay of capital would re 
duco in n proportionate dctjruo tha expense 
of repairs to vessels. Instance after instance 
has repeatedly occurred in which men-of- 
war and merchantmen have sustained dam- 
ages on this cdnstj and as the tonnago of.

pensable. There being no clock nearer than 
San Francisco, n dry dock here becomes a 
matter of first importance to our merchants ;

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Narrow Escape.— On Friday last, us Copt. 
Layton and throe other gentlemen were on 
their way to Victoria from Sooke in a plun- 
ger, they met with an upset which placed 
them in a rather perilous situation for some 
time. The weather from the timo they left 
Sooke until they passed the Light house was 
Tery calm— scarcely a ripple upon the seu. 
Finding their provisions getting scanty, the 
party put to shore not far from the Light 
House where a supply wns obtained. Getting 
under way again, they had not proceeded 
more than two hundred yard3 from tho land 
when a sudden siniull came on which caught 
tho sails with such force as to upset tho craft. 
Those on board were launched into the sea, 
but being good swimmers, they all got to the 
boat and made an effort, which proved too 
much for them, to right her again. Finally, 
it was determined that one should swim ashore 
and bring out a canoe to tho assistance of the 
roBt. This was very soon accomplished, and 
tho party landed, well drenched by their in- 
voluntary immersion. Willi the aid of 
lima Indians, the plunger was subsequently 
got to land and beached. Captain 
Layton and his party lost a good deal 
of clolhing, and what provisions they hail 
to bring then to Victoria, by the accident. 
An Iudian ran.'hcric was closo to lha spot 
where the party landed, and the hospitalities 
of the "wild man" were dispensed with a 
heurty good will to the shipwrecked voyagers. 
The party remained all night with their bene- 
factors, dried Ihoir clothing, and sot out for 
Victoria on Saturday, reaching town conside- 
rably used up by their wearisome tramp, but 
felicitating themselves upon their narrow es- 
cape. 

Base Ball. — The first match of the season 
of Ibis game, was played on Beacon Hill on 
Saturday last, chiefly by Canadiaus. It is 
essentially an American game, but was intro- 
duced into Canada; and has boon practised 
thero in various parts of the country (or many 
years. It is somewhat allied in its nature to 
Cricket, with tho exception that there are 
no wMots used, and instead of tho ball be- 
ing {firown on the ground, it is directed to 
wards the batter, who strikes it in the air. 
The runs nre made by the person striking tho 
ball and running round a circle, tl.evo being 
several stopping places, each of which counts. 
If tho batter strikes at the ball and misses it, 
be is ''out," but he may let the bull pass him 
as often ns he pleases withouustriking at it. 
Among those practising on Saturday, there 
wero very few adepts, and consequently not 
so much interest excited among spectators as 
would otherwise have been the case. To 
those engaged in tho gnmo there is always 
sufficient interest kept up to keep them vigi- 
lant to get an opponent out. No, doubt there 
will be many trials at this new sport here on 
future occasions. 

Victoria Theatre, — The performance on 
Saturday evening went of well. Tho play 
ol '' Tho Robbers of Bohemia,',' with .Mr. 
■\Valdrou as Charles Do Moor was never 
moro artistically gone through or greater cere 
bestowed upon its representation. The au- 
dience wore very appreciative and accorded 
tho heartiesT applause to Mr. Waldron'e 
finished acting. The other artistes in the 
pieco were very efficient in their several 
parts, and not a hilcli occurred" through- 
out to mar the enjoyment which every one ol 
the select audience felt. The afterpiece ol 
tho "Kougb Diamond'' jvas capital— Unit 
deservedly favorito comedian John Wood 
created the usual furore by l»i 3 inimitable 
performance of " Cousin Joe," and Mrs. 
Vv'aldron excelled any of her previous elloris 
at tho " Rough" Diamond. 

Upset ix Government Street. — .As u 
young lady and gentleman were out fur an 
airing yesterday in a buggy, they met with a 
rather noploasaiit termination to their jaunt. 
From some causo or other, when passing 
through Government street, the horso ran of] 
and upset tho vehicle, tumbling the occu- 
pants into the mud. The lady was imme- 
diately assisted to her hotel, which was in 
the vicinity of tho accident, and for some 
time after the mishap was reported to bo in- 
sensible ; but through the kind attentions of 
lior friends she soon recovered from the effects 
of the accident — doubtless more frightened 
than hurt. We did not learn tho parties 
names, but understood the lady was a bar 
maid in a hotel in town. 

Fboutiie North. — The sloop Eagle, Capt. 
Keflier, arrived yesterday afternoon, from a 
three months' trading cruise on tho coasts of 
Vancouver Island and British Columbia. She 
brought down a quantity of furs and one pas- 
senger. She touched at Fort Simpson on 
Ler way, where two whito moti were slop- 
ping, who had mined last season on Najs 
River, and intended again trying their luck in 
that direction. These parties reported having 
prospected bars which would yield S(i per 
day. The owners of the schooner Langlcy, 
it seems, have established a trading post on 
the Kilnuit River, and attempt to monopolize 
trade in that quarter. Capt. Keflier com- 
plains that the Indians, instigated by these 
persons, drove him from the place. This 
practise of driving off competition by such 
means is very reprehensible. 

CmcKr.T. — The lovers of this manly exor- 
cise enjoyed themselves on Saturday last on 
Beacon Hill, in a friendly game. There was 
soma excellent bowling, the wickets of more 
than one of the best batter* present being 
brought down most scientifically. There 
was a large number of spectators present dur- 
ing the day, who watched the mutch with a 
good deal of interest. We are surprised that 
a greater number of , the young men of tho 
city do not join in this manly and noblo re- 
creation. We were sorry to see that the full 
number required on each side could not be 
mustered on the ground. 



Is'o Pat. — The Committee appointed un- 
der a resolution of the City Council to peti- 
tion the Government to advance them a 
sum of money with which to pay their em- 
ployees, have obtained nnything out a satis, 
factory result from their application. The 
Governor declines advancing anything until 
they have levied their ta*es ; so we presume 
the .Municipal officers will bavo to " wait a 
littlo longer." 

Tiik Wharves. — We have seldom seen 
so fow vessels at the wharves as at present, 
The ship Julia, bark Rival, and a few small 
craft, are all that give evidence of the com- 
mercial status ol tho port. We may shortly 
look for the arrival of a number of vessels 
which are now overdue. 

Xn Port. — The U. S, steam revenue cutter 
Shubrick. arrived yesterday morning from 
Han Juan Island, Ijhither alio had conveyed 
llojor Winston, whose mission was to pay 
the American garrison. Siio now awaits the 
arrival of the mails for Puget Sound per 
steamship Sierra Nevada. 

Fitoil Nanaimo.— Tho schooner Alarm, 
which arrived yesterday morning, left Xa- 
rjuimo Inst Thursday. The sloop Boz had 
nrrived from the wreck of the Explorer, 
bringing a portion of the cargo of the unfor- 
tunate vessel und news ol her gradual demo- 
lition, and nad returned again to the scene of 
the disaster. The Alarm brought down abutit 
171 to113 of coal consigned to Mr. Little. 

Sailed you Australia.— The bark Irison, 
of San Francisco, sailed from I'nrt Gamble 
on Thursday last for Melbourne, laden with 
lumber. She had two passengers on board 
— Max Irwin and W. W. Allen, who are 
bound on a professional lour through the 
Australian Colonies. The Iiison had been 
neatly throu mouths lying at Port Gafribln. 

From Puuet Sound. — Tho schooner Fly- 
ing Mist, Captain Thompson, arrived on Sat- 
urday rrotn Utsaloily, VV. T., with 80,000 
feet of lumber, consigned to Mr. J. T. Little. 
She madu an unusually quick passage, tho 
trip oeoiipvi tig only about ten hours. 



Richmond Taken by 
the Federals ! ! 



Captain Ironsides, formorly of the U. S. 
rovenue cutter Shubrick, who arrived last 
evening from Port Angelos on th« schooner 
Tborndyke, informs us that tho ship James 
, Capt. Reid, arrived at thai port yester- 
day morning, from San Francisco, which sho 
left on tho 5th. 

Capt. Reid reported that news bad jusl 
arriqed, before he left, of the capture ol 
Richmond by the Federals. Ho had ou 
board tin Extra containing the news, but had 
not brought it ashore. The particulars wero 
not given. 

Captain Ironsides says that Capt. Reid is e 
perfectly reliable gentleman. 

Wo can scarcely credit this pieco of intel- 
ligence, although it possibly may be true, 
It is more than likely that tho Richmond re- 
ferred to is in Kentucky instead of Virginia. 

Goisa Home. — It is stated by our cotem- 
porary that the Surveyor General is about to 
leave for England for tho purpose uf purchas- 
ing a dredging machine to bo used in im- 
proving our harbor. If wo are not misin- 
formed, tho object of Mr. Pemborton'a visit 
is very different to thnt stated by our cotem- 
porary, and likely to be of far moro impor- 
tance to the future interests of the peoplo of 
Victoria. The town sito question, which is 
not yet settled, we hear is the cause of the 
Surveyor General's departuro.and that hUpres- 
ence in England has been called for by the 
Secretary ol State for tho Colonies. With 
respect to obtaining a dredging machine ill 
England, we cannot believe there id any ser- 
ious intention entertained ol the project by 
tho government, us fully as efficient a machine 
could be built here ns obtainable in any oilier 
part of the world. The interests of the col- 
ony demand that the money raised by tho 
Government from the pockets of the people 
shall bo expended in our midst, wdicn it can 
be done with advantage and even at less 
cost than elsewhere. 



Beacon Hill on a Sukdat.— Yesterday 
witnessed the first repetition of those dis- 
gusting scenes which so disgraood the 
public park every Sunday last year. We 
allude to tho Bacchanalian orgerien of vagrant 
Indians, whoso conduct yesterday afternoon 
was such as to cast a serious roproaoh on the 
police department. One poor wretch was 80 
violent in his intoxication that the efforts of 
two officers proved abortive, and it was found 
necessary to call iat* service a cart, before 
tho culprit could bo conveyed to the lock up. 
If such scones as those referred to aro per- 
rnittsd to recur on Beacon Hill this Beason, 
families will be totally prevented from enjoy- 
ing themselves on this delightful spot. 

Sunday Amusements in Town.— It would 
seem as if the Siwash tribo had broken 
through all restraint yesterday both in town 
and country, setting law and order at do- 
fiance. A scene of turbulent excitement was 
got up about four o'clock on Johnson stroet, 
by two natives indulging in a pugilistic en- 
counter for fully twenty minutes, without tho 
police putting in an appearance. During the 
tight two klootcbmon acted as botdo-holders 
to their lords and masters. Tho interference 
of some of the bystanders finally put an end 
to tli e disgraceful scene, which disturbed the 
public peace lor the time we have mentioned, 
without a single officer having arrived ou 
tho ground. 

"Another Crowd. A largo number of 

miners were making preparations on Satur- 
day to leave by the Enterprise to-day for 
Curiboo. Rlou seem determined to be off 
without further delay, and take thoir chances 
of the consequences which may result from 
being too oarly on the road. 

Street Preaching. — Rev. Mr. Lucas, Wcs- 
leyan minister, preached to a motley crowd 
of persons yesterday altemoon at the corner of 
Waddington Alley und Johnson streot. Tho 
assembly were orderly, and well conducted 
throughout tho services. Tracts were distri- 
buted at tho conclusion of the sermon. 



Burksidk Deviation. — This new road, for- 
which a special Act of Parliament was ob- 
tained, has jnst been completed by Mr. James 
P. Casey, uuder tho direction of tho Surveyor 
General's department. The undertaking is 
said to have been creditably carried out.

Gold Escort. 

Three issues back we alluded to^the necessity for 
the establishment of a Gold Escort from Cariboo 
to Victoria. Wo are glad to note that tho Chamber 
of Commerce bavo taken some vigorous steps in 
the matter; have had an Interviow with the Govern- 
ment on the subject, and held several sittings of 
tho Chamber. It appears that Government pro- 
esscs a willingness to second the wishes of the 
mercanti.e community and tho mir-cra, by establish- 
ing an efficient escort; but givo as an excuso for 
not doing so, that its liabiiities for the current year 
will consume the entire resources for 1-03, leav- 
ing it without funds to meet the outlay for on 
escort. It is said likewise, that the Government 
expresses its inability to borrow, owing to instruc- 
tions from the Colonial onico. In order that the 
escort may bo established, tho Manager of the 
Bank of British Columbia, with commendable public 
spirit, has olfercd to ) Wide the money, provided 
the Government is f. Ing to open an account 
with tho Hank— pay V .Hank tho receipts arising 
from the. transport of \ Id, and give guarantees for 
re[i. mcnt in case the expenses exceed the receipts. 

r/Kh ".beral offer was not accepted, but a proposal 
was X do by the Government to the Chamber of 
Comi.JTCo, that If tho merchants would give a 
bond . uurantoeing the Government against loss, 
that S* would establish nn escort nt once. Tho 
Government estimate of the expenso of tho escort, 
for four monthly trips this year, is $43,900; the 
receipts S55.0'J0, leavinr; a probable profit to the 
credit of Government of §11,100. Tho rale to bo 
-.barged on gold from Cariboo to Victoria, is set 
down in this estimate at 2 per. cent. One would 
have thought that such an estimate ought to have 
induced tho Government to accept the offer of the 
Dank of Rritlsh Columbia; notwithstanding there 
might be f robability of a small loss the present 
year. If '(J t'^JJscort attained a high efficiency this 
year, and %,l a \ f tho confidence of the merchants 
and the publi. pinc'rally, it could not but prove to 
be a paying opVifltlon in succeeding ycnrB. But aa 
Government cii"vot bo induced to tako so small a 
responsibility, tl:' ( Chambcr of Commerce has re- 
solved to offer a guarantee from merchant! and 
others to tho amount of g'20,000, to indemnify the 
Government against loss. Of that amount $13,000 
has been subscribed, and tho balance Mill no 
doubt be raised. lu case the Government refuses 
to accept this proposition, it is not likely that a 
Government Escort will bo established this year 
If our merchnnts guarantee §20,000, tho very 
least tho Government can do is to take Ihe respon- 
sibility for the balance of the outlay, in behalf of 
Iho traders nnd miners of British Columbia. It is 
to be hoped that the negotiations now going on in 
reference to this subject may end in success; for 
the regular and safe transmission of gold from 
Cariboo to this city at short intervals, would not 
only benefit the miner by affording him security 
in the possession of his hard-earned gold; but it 
would make money much more abundant in trade.

In speaking of " surplus population'' I re- 
ferred solely to Home legislation which can 
hardly be expected in legislating for Van- 
couver Island to provide for foreigners or the 
inhabitants of colonies other tlutii Vancouver. 
I see no distinction myself between Cana- 
dian or other colonists) nnd foreigners who 
have become naturalized here. 

You have inferred from my letter that lam 
antagonistic to the admission if Colonial law- 
yers to practice here, this is not so, my com- 
ir.uicalion being confined to tho refutation of 
a certain charge, and the statement of certain 
facts did not touch on the broad merits of the 
question you so enthusiastically support in a 
loading articlo this morning.

or two pleasant companions, who do ri-jt 
trouble you by talking, except at the stations ; 
tho stations forly miles apart. There you 
lie in luxury, with tho feeling that you may 
honestly do nothing ; that you may rest. 
And, looking through the window, Ihere is 
the bleak, dark landscape, with all kinds of 
strange shapes, which you cannot mnkc out ; 
the glare cast upon cuttings, through which 
you tear ; the fearful hissing und snorting of 
ii passing engine ; the row of lighted win- 
dows ol u passing train ; the lurid flame of 
distant furnaces ; the lights of sleeping towns. 
Yes, a night's traveling between Edinburg 
and London is as wonderful a thing as any- 
thing recorded in tho Arabian Nights, if it 
wore not that it has grown so cheap and com- 
mon. — Good Words. 

PioTORS or a Missionary. Station in tiik 
Tropics. — Through a tine grove ol cocoa-nut 
palms and bread-fruit trees, Mr. Fletcher kind- 
ly conducted ns to his hou-e, n commodious 
building thatched "faith leaves, snrrounded by 
a fence and a broad boarded varamiah, tLe 
front of the house looked into a nice little 
llower garden, the back into the court-yard. 
The ladies gave us a hearty welcome, no 
doubt being glad to look once more upon 
white laces and hear accounts from home. 
We had brought, besides provisions and stores 
lor next year, batches of letters and newspa- 
pers ; and those who have been Id out-of-the- 
way places, and obtained uft.r long intervals 
news from home will be able to enter into the 
joy that prevailed. After being cramped on 
board a vessel for so many weeks, und tossed 
and rocked sboutnight and day, it was a rare 
pleasure to us to sit uuwu once ruoie in a com- 
lotttiblo house on shore; nnd comfortable the 
house certainly was. Though the thermome- 
ter ranged more than S0° Fahr., tho thick 
thatch k€pt off the scorching rays, and there 
was a fresh current of trade-wind blowing 
through the rooms. It was a pleasing sight to 
see everything so scrupulously neat nnd 
clean, tho beds and curtains as white 
as snow, and everywhere tho greatest 
order prevailing. There were nil the ele- 
ments of future 'civilization, models ready for 
imitation. The yard was well stocked with 
ducks and fowls, pigs and goals; Iho garden 
replete with Cowers, roses in lull bloom, 
but, alas 1 with little scent; cotton shrubs 
twelve feet high, and bearing leaves, Bowers, 
and fruit in all stages of development. 
These missionary stations ure fullilling all 
the objects of convents in their best days. 
When all uinuiid was barbarism, strife, und 
ignorance, they afforded a safe refuge to the 
weary traveler — as they still do in the East. — ■ 
and cultivated science and religion ut a timo 
when scarcely any one thought of them. 
When you have reached a convent in the 
East, or a mission station in the South Sea, 
you seem to be nearer home. You feel that 
you are amongst peoplo whoso sympathies 
incline into the same direction us your own, 
the mode of living alio beginning to tell upon 
your animal spirits, and you fly to tho library, 
limited though it may be, to have nn hour 
with the gicat minds of civilization. — l>r.

Our readers are 
probably familiar with tho story of tho Ber- 
nese hunters, who fell through a hidden 
crevasse on tho much frequented (irinder- 
wald glacier, but reached the dry ground with- 
out any injury, and passed with indescribable 
difficulty through a hollow formed in the glacier 
by a running slreatn, till he reached tho ed^e 
of the ice. lint such fortunate escapes are 
rare, and it bus frequently happened that a 
men who has fallen through a crevasse has 
been compelled to wait for hours, ay, for days 
and nights, till his companions succeeded in 
restoring him to daylight by means of ropes 
and slicks. More fortunate than tho majority 
was the notorious chamois slaughterer, Alur- 
cus Colant, of Pontresina. This strange and 
dangerous man, who had seized on nn enor- 
mous hunting ground into which no other 
hunter cared to venture, and in which he kept 
<;ntiro herds ol half-tamed chamois, hud killed, 
when he reached bis sixty-sixth year, no less 
than 2,800 head of those animals — a number 
never attained by any other hunter before oi 
alter him. This prince of hunters died qui- 
etly in his bed, although his death wns 
brought on by iho futij-ue of a bunting ex- 
cursion.

Adventure with a Cobra in Madras. 

One line morning I had preceded the du- 
bash, wlio was busy entering the cooli's morn- 
ing market account, and onlering thu store, 
walked across it to tile further end in search 
of somo lienuelic.il I J sealed viands and VegC- 
lablra uhieli wore riot procurable in the place 
at that season of the year lor love or money. 
The place wan lighted only by the entrance 
door, through which, however, there entered 
a sufficient flood of brilliant daylight lo an- 
j swer all my purposes.

The former hud in 
nil probability intruded upon tho Iat tor's 
nest of young ones somewhere in the rafters 
of the loot, und met with a very hostile 
reception. Springing up with Ihe agility of 
tear upon a s'.rong projecting shelf, for I durst 
nol mnkfl a rush at the door under peril ol 
my life, I hecaino an unwilling spectator of 
this most unequal contest. The rat for some 
time, conscious of Iho venomous foo it had lo 
contend with, kept leaping round and round 
like an ngilu prize-fighter, availing itself of 
ovory opportunity to rush in and bi to the 
snake, which had worked itself into a Iren- 
zind siuto of rage, and hissed and darted at 
the rat with its protruded forked tonguo in u 
manner that was truly awful to witness, 
whilst its little venomous eyes sparkled again 
in ihe sunlight with rage. At last the cobra 
succeeded in inflicting u deadly wound upon 
the brave little animal, who apparently con- 
scious that soon all would ho up with hi r, 
put aside nil previous caution, aud rushed 
boldly in upon its adversary, fixing itself 
firmly close under Ihe left eye of the snake, 
and never lolling go its hold, notwithstand- 
ing nil tl)0 desperate lushing about of tho 
tail and body af ita much more powerful 
opponent, till the convulsions of death forced 
it to let go, und fall prostrate before iho 
Snake. The cobra, who had evidently re- 
ceived a severe, if uot mortal wound, lo my 
terror made its way direct to tho shelf where 
I hud litken refuge, and wns wriggling up one 
of the posts Hint supported it. 1 had nothing 
in the shape uf a weapon of defence of any 
kind or description. lint llicre chanced to be 
on u shelf over my head some heavy bugs of 
a rar6 kind of rice, grown somewhore in tho 
interior of Bengal. 1 clambered up to this 
shelf, and seizing a heavy bag, waited until 
my ugly aggressor hud wriggled itself hall 
way across the shelf below, when I let dro|j 
the sack, and completely crushed the snake. 
1 was not long, you may he sure, before 1 
retreated from the storehouse. I caused 
every article In it lo be removed (displacing 
. and killing in the operation a whole family 
of young cobras,) to a more commodious

bly bo supplied from elsewhere. 

I am fully alive to the advantages wc possess, 
and it is my anxious desire to forward our interests, 
particularly railroad and harbor enterprises; to 
watch and Ruard against corruption and misgov- 
ernmcnt; to sec that equal rights and cheap ad- 
ministration are preserved; that law costs and law- 
yers arc looked after, without permitting to them
